Dry Weather Is Having a Bad Effect 
on the Growing Corn in Kansas, 
Special Disvatcn o The Chicago Tribune 
ATUHISON, Kas., Aug. 2.—The usual and 
prevalent bot winds in Kansas are now telt. The 
weather has been very dry in the State for up- 
wards of a month, with few local showers, which 
are needed in all sections. Information has 
been at hand for some days that these destruct- 
ive wiads had made their power felt on the 
growing crops, and principally upon corn, Your 
representative is informed by an official of the 
Central Branch Road, who has juét peturned 
from the extreme western part of the 
State, that the corn crop in Sheri- 
dan, Norton, Phillips, and Ellis Counties 
is ruined by hot. winds, and the northwesteru 
part of Nebraska is fully as bad. Although 
Rooks, Osborne, Graham, and Jewell Counties 
have had rain lately, the first named counties 
have bad none since the Ist of July. The 
wheat crop was a success, but a great many bad 
no wheat in and depended on their corn crop, 
the failure of which will leave a great many 
with a deficit. Broom-corn is immense, and 
theré are great quantities of it. There need be 
no attempt to make capital of this fact, either 
by speculators or interested parties, for the 
winds bave come too late to affect the State's 
crop. The roots of the corn, which will suffer 
most, penetrate deeper than usual, owing 9 — 

cold weather at the senson’s opening, 
though cut short in its prolific yield, will All 
be more than au average. 


The Corn Crop in Nebraska. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

LIncoLn, Neb., Aug. 19.—The only change in 
the condition of the growing crop since our last 
report is for the better. The weather this week 
bas been several degrees warmer than for many 
weeks previous, a change very advantageous to 
corm. The latter crop could not promise better 
than it does now. From all accounts from the 
State nothing but good reports are received, and 
the one opinion prevails that tue crop will be by 
far the biggest raised in the State. The weather 
along the various lines of railroad is re- 
ported very warm to- „ and no rain or 
other storms have visited any section of this 
Stute during the week. Should there be no rain 
the rest of the month corn will not suffer. The 
ground is in growing condition. Thrashing is 
going generally over the State at present, and 
the yield of wheat, barley, oats, and otber grain 
is fully as great as was first reported. Many 
fields of wheat are thrashing out twenty-five 
and thirty bushels per acre, and oats is making 
an average of sixty busdels. Many farmers 
having compieted their grain harvest are put- 
ting up hay, of which there is an abundance of 
good quality this year. 


Condition of the Cotton Crop in Nor- 
thern Texas. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Aug. 20.—The Secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange at Dallas, Tex., in making 
a report of the cotton crop in Northern Texas, 
says: “Rains nave been excessive since the sth 
of July, and the ground has been kept soaking 
wet.

THE WEATHER. 


A Rainfall in Texas Lasting Three 
Days and Three Nights. 


Hundreds of Miles of the Country Sev- 
eral Feet under Water. 


Much of the Track of the Texas & 
Pacific Read Washed Away. 


Several Days Will Elapse Before the Full Ex- 
tent of the Damage is Known. 


A Sterm of Rain in Texas Along the 
Line of the Texas & Pacific Read Last- 
ing Three Days. 

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 20.—Passengers by the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad say one of the heaviest 
rains ever known, continuing three days and 
nights, without intermission, stopped falling in 
West Texas last night. Io some piace the plains 
where tradition says it never rains bave the ap- 
pearance of a sea, and the rainfall is 
estimated at six inches. Tne flooded 
section begins near Abilene and extends west 
for nearly 300 miles, including the country from 
the Brazos to the Pecos Rivers. Miles of the 
track of the Texas & Pacific Road have been 
damaged, and in several places serious wash- 
outs have oceurred. Four miles of track 
west of Abilene were washed away and 
trains cannot cross. Tranafers have to be 
made. In one spot 400 yards of track and em- 
bankment ure washed away, and will have to be 
entirely rebuilt. Great drifts of dead prairie 
dogs are piled in the rubbish. Thousands of 
them bave been drowned, and thousands more 
can be seen struggling in the water. On 
these plains the waters from such a 
flood flow southward, and the only 
channels to carry them away are 
the Brazos and the Colorado, the Concho and 
the Pecos Rivers and their small tributaries, 


referred to was work of a water-spout 
between Abilene and Sweet Water. A similar one 
is said to have occurred near Van Horn, -nearty 
600 miles west of Dallas. and another spout is re- 
ported to have struck and seriously dam 

the Southern Pacific track in Soutneastern Ari- 
zona. It will take several days to repair the Texas 
Pacific track.

Thence we drove to Eaton Hall, one of the 
seats of the Duke of Westminster, througu 
maguilicent grouuds, the like of which, as pri- 
vate grounds, cannot be seen in America. The 
hall itself is a splendid structure, and the view 
from it, over the smooth, velvet lawas, through 
the great clumps of trees and tbe river shio- 
ing Just beyond, is most beautiful. The next 
morning we started for London, but in the 
meantime 1 had che pleasure of meeting the 
American Consul at Liverpool, Gov. Packard, 
aud Gen. Merritt, the Consul-General at Loudon, 
who was there awaiting the arrival of his sou on 
the Alaska. On all hands | heard the bigbest 
encomiums of Gov. Packard, and the tidelity with 
which he watches and guards the interests of 
our people. I was fortunate enough to secure

party, consisting of my wife, Mies Brittan, and 
myself, over the Northwestern Road to London, 
and under sucb favorable circumstances, having 
the carriage exclusively to ourselves, I cannot 
imagine a railWay 1 8 more enjoyable. All 
along through that miles were the most de- 
liguttul landscapes, smiiing fieids, and forests of 
the deepest and richest gereeu—cabinet- pictures 
of landscape whbicb to the American eye are very 
captivating. Leaving Liverpool at 10 a. m., we 
reached London at 40’ clock in the afternoon, 
drove at once to the Hotei Continental, where we 
bad temporarily secured rooms (the Grund Hotel 
being then crowded), and so soon as it was 
possible hastened to see what we couid 
that afternoon of London, driving ion Hyde Park, 
the beauties of which I shall reter to more fully 
hereafter. Returning to the hotel, and still anx-

the crowns woro by Kings bundreds of years 
ago, gold and ivory staves and sceptres which

spears and their shields; the golden maces 
and wands borne betore the Kings and 
Queens—all tnese in glass cases are dis- 
played in glittering bewilderment. I think no 
one can visit the Tower of London, who is at all 
familiar with English oistory, without leaving it 
with a certain feeling of depression. There is 
so much of tragedy and putbos ia its annals 
that it seems to be in the very air of the Tower 
and the surrounding neighborhood. You take 
that feeling as you would a disease in the 
malarious ut mospbere, and you drive away still 
and sad, and wondering that such things could 
ever be. Reaching our betel it was evident 
something must be done to change the mood 
in whico the Tower bad left us. No change 
could be greater than that from the Tower to 
Rotten Row and Hyde Park: the former of 
which was in the afternoon crowded with 
spiendid equipages, among which we drove up 
and down, — and about the park, and to 
the memorial statue to the Prince Consort, 
erected by the Queen, a glittering, gilded, splen- 
did tribute.

THE NATIONAL ART GALLERY. 

Imake no pretensians to being a judge of 
jctures, but was delighted with the Turner col- 
ection exhibited there, at the great pictures of 
Claude, and impressed with the sumptuous 
splendor of some of the old paintings of Paul 
eronisi. It seemed to me that it would be 
difficult to gather a more complete representa- 
tion of 1 schools of art than can 
there be found, and I. feeling wmyseit 
quite incompetent to pass an opinion 
of the generul merits of the collection, dn- 
quired of our Minister, Mr. Lowell, who gave it 
ag his opinion that nowhere in Europe was 
there a more valuable culiection of pictures, one 
more comprebensive and thoroughly repre- 
sentative in its character, than in the National 
Art Gallery. There are at least halt a dozen 
of Turner's pictures which I think would im- 
press any one—two great landscapes which he 
contributed to the galiery on tne stipulation 
that they should be hung side by side with two 
celebrated pictures of Claude, of wonderful at- 
mospheric effects. “The —— Temeralre 
seemed to me all that was claimed for it, and at 
least one of his Venetian Sunsets was spien- 
dour iteeif. We next visited the British 
Museum. Its wonders I will not attempt to de- 
soribe: they are endiess and bewildering. Its 
collection of autographs and letters of almost 
every ae ed man: and woman 
who has gured in either English 
or Continental histor for the last 
500 years seems to complete. The 
last letter poor Dickens wrote is there. Milton, 
Oliver Cromwell), the genuine signature of Shak - 
speare, the contract for the e of Paradise 
Lost,” Heary VIII.“ autograph, Queen Eliza- 
Cranmer, and multitudes of names that 
stand out in thie world’s history are there. In 
this museum are coliected the Elgin marbles, 
friezes taken from the Parthenon at Athens, a 
splendid collection ot Greek, Roman. and Egyp- 
tlau sculpture, which it would require months to 
critically examine and thoroughly appreciate, 
but at which we could merely glance. The 
jewel-room contains a wonderful collection of 
all forms of art in bronze and other metals, and 
the famous Portland vase, of the beauty ot. 
which po engraving could give apy adequate 
idea. The reading-room is said to be the finest 
room in the world. The library is simply huge. 
The wonders of this pince are 80 vast that it is 
Impossible for me even to attempt to describe 
them. The criticism to be passed is that it is 

comprehensive in its extent and in its variety. 

One day of sight-seeing 
is eulied the City, and tais included st. Paul's 
Catbedral, the Bank of Engiand, the Guildhall, 
the Mansion House, and the General Post-Offive, 
all in their way magnificent structures. 

From uo point, however, can St. Paul's Ca the- 
dral be seen to advantage. Its interior is de- 
scribed in the guide-buoks as ooid, dark, and 
cbheerless, but to me it appeared quite other- 
wise. Looking up the wonderful dome it 
seemed so airy, and springing. and light in its 
character, the whole interior so beautifully 
graceful in design and proportions, that I do 
not wonder that itis rauked second among the 
great cathedraisof the world. About the cathe- 
drai are distributed monuments of Eurland's 
departed heroes. Here lies buried Oliver Gold- 
smith, and inacrypt below is the sarcophagus 
of Wellington, the enormous hearse in which 
were berne his remains. The wheels 
of this hearse were made from cannon 
captured by him in battle, and itis a massive 
structure in all, solid and impressive looking, 
like the military idol of the Eugiisb peopie, the 
Iron Duke himself. Here, too, is the sarcopha- 
gus of Nelson, whose monuments, Dy the way, 
adoro many asquare in London. Old baaners 
bearing the marks of many batties, smeared 
with smoke and the aust of many years, all these 
are gathered iu Eugland's great cathedral. 

Nearly the whole of one day we spent in visit- 
ing the South Kensington Museum, the grounds 
of which are marvels of landscape gardening. 
Here are the wonderful and celebrated ca rtoons 
of Raphaei, formerly kept at Hampton Court, 
but ioaved by the Queen to this museum for 
public inspection. The building itselt is not 
complete, but is bright and cheerful in its gen- 
eral effect, and there are aiready gathered with- 
in its walls marvelous collections of art in ali ita 
forms—palintings, statuary, mosaics—every- 
thing, in fact, which can gratify the taste or 
tempt the eye. 

Another day was devoted to 

THE CRYSTAL PALACE, 
the principal attractions of which to me were 
the beautiful grouuds which surround it, and 
the splendid view of the softest and richest of 
Eugland's landscape from its balcouies. The 
geueral effect in passing through the iong build- 
ing, adoraed on either side as it is with apiendid 
plaster casts of great pieces of statuary, is very 
pleasaut, but to me the chief beauties were the 
different courts devoted to representations of 


the various styles of architecture, beginuing 


goiden bowls | with the Eyyptian, including the beautiful Al- 


nambra Court, and showig every form and 
style of architecture known. By the time we 
had completed our tour through the palace 
sight-seeing become wearisome. The weather 
during all this time had been most favorabie, 
and une day we devoted to rest, wondering 
whether there remained anything to see ag at- 
tractive as what we had already seen. It 
seemed our duty to visit Windsor Castle, which 
we did, and upon reaching it we tound we had 
form altogether a wrong impression as to 
what Windsor Castle really was. it is not oniy a 
residence of royaity, but a huge fortress, poruons 
of which run way back before the Conquest by 
the Normans. Great towers frown on bigh steeps 
surrounded by deep moats; the main tower, 
elevated on its rocky hight, clothed with ivy, 
stands there in such grand repose and solidity and 
splendor as to fittingly represent the greatness 
and power of Old Engiand. The various towers 
I shail not undertake to describe. Some of them 
run back more than 7U0jyears ago, and, as I stood 
in the stoue- paved gateway of one of these 
towers built before the Conquest, up among its 
ivy-clad battloments the birds were singing: 
around the old gates, which aforetime were 
closed against the invader, flowers were growing. 
Here were old walls which bud seen the strifes 
of more than 800 years ago, silent and passed 
into bistory,clad with smiling verdure and made 
vocal with the music of singing birds. Here for 
& portion of the year the Queen resides. Sue 
had left but a few days before our visit, and ber 
private apartments were closed, but bere wus 
the old chapel, built many years ago, in which 
royal marriages have been solemuized. This 
cbapel has been restored and decorated by the 
Queen, a memorlal part of which is dedicated to 
the memory of the Prince Consort. This memo- 
tial chapel is surpassinglv beautiful. Its walls 
are made ot many-colored marbles exceedingly 
rich in design. At the end is a reclining statue 
of the Prince Consort, spiendid in marbles and

if Mr. Irving comes to America we shall all go 
to see hun; all the fatteriug things which have 
been said of him by the English press will be 
copied in the American papers; many of us will 
admire him because we think it is the proper 
thing todo. He will have, i venture to predict, 
a very few genuine admirers on our side the 
Atlantic, : 

During the day I have read in Macmilan’s 
Magazine a labored article op this play ag pre- 
sented at the Lyceum, and find that the writer 
praises Mr. Irving very Bighiy for what he calis 
the subtiety of bis interpretation of the char- 
acter. 1 am distrustful of acting which is 80 
subtle. I am distrustful of literature the mean- 
ing of which is so fine that it takes phenomenal 
keenness of vision to find any meaning at all. 
I do not believe in argumentative admiration of 
anything. do not think that left to biniseilf a 
man would continue to eat food which ne liked 
only and which pleased his palate solely from 
syilogistic forms of reasoning, and acting which 
we admire merely because we have 

urselves into admiration is not the kind which 
7 am guxious to see, for I cannot live long 
enough to see all the acting which pleases me 
naturally and without resort to such painful 
processes. After seeing Windsor Cnstie the 
great features of London seemed to have been 
visited by us, save Hampton Court—and to 
Hampton Court a good friend was kind enough 
to invite us, and, taking a carriage, we drove 
there quite early in the day, passing Kew Gar- 
dens and taking luncheon at a famous old tavern. 

Reachi — Court proper, we passed 
through "Busney ark, famed for its wonderful 
trees. This Hampron Court, it will be remem- 
bered, Cardinal Wolsey built, and his kind and 
indulgent wonarch, the gentie Tudor, Henry the 
Kigbth, was good enou to admire it, heu 
Heury the Bighth admired anything that his 
subjects possessed, whether it was their wives or 
their bouses, the subject thus honored was com- 
pelled voluntarily to present it to his sovereign 
master, and in this right royal way Hampton 


Court and its splendid grounds passed into the 


hands of Henry. ere is the famous grapevine 
many huodreds of years old, the branches of 
which extend several hundred feet, and which 
in good seasons bears tous of grapes. e build- 
ing itself is not particularly beautiful. The La- 
mous pictures in its galleries have been repro- 
duced by engravers, but here are the original 
portraits of the celebrated beauties of the Court 
of Charies the Second, 7 —— by Sir Peter Lely 
~—Nell Gwynne, Mrs. Middieton, and all the 
others with whose faces we have been 
made familiar by the spiendid engravings in 
Mrs. Jameson’s “Beauties of the Court of 
Charles the Second.“ Sir Peter Lely was very kind 
to Euglishwomen. He made thew ali beautiful, 
and hence he was the most popular portrait 
ainter of the day. The complexions of his 
aut es are allalike. 1 noted this and com- 
mented upon it to Mr. Hoppen, the Secretary gf 
our Legation. He reconciled me to the situd- 
tion by es that such similarity in complex- 
ious was ali right because the compiexions were 
all purchased at the same chemist’s. While Iam 
on the subject of portraits I must not omit to 
mention 
THE FAMOUS NATIONAL PORTRAIT GALLERY 


connected with the South Kensington Museum, 
and which our countrymen ought never to fail 
to visit. Here is the famous original Chandos 
portrait of Shakspeare. The world is full and 
our American worid is flooded with engravings 
of that picture, Il never saw an engraving, and 
I do not think you ever did, from it which gave 
the expression of the portrait itself. Iu the 
original the lips of Shakespeare are full, his eyes 
appear those of a good liver and boon compan- 
fon, and what we in America would call a * cliev- 
er fellow.“ There is nothing austere or unat- 
tainabie in the expression; it has the merit of 
looking like that of a man who might have lived 
in this worid of ours. I would be giad to see an 
engraving: from that picture whieh did not 
undertake to deify and improve upon the 
original. In this gallery are some oid 
pictures of Queen Elizabeth. without merit as 
portraits, but exceedingly valuable as showing 
accurately, it may be supposed, the costumes of 
her period. Here are also several portraits of 
Mary Queen of Scots, and tne beholder becomes 
bewildered and confused when examining these 
portraits and wondering after all how Mary 
Queen of Scots did look. There is no mistaking 
the face of Elizabeth in certain particulars. 
The rudest of ber portraits bears some resem- 
biance te the best aceredited and faitnful, but a 
spirit of partisanship seems to run through the 

ywrtraits of Mary. Her partisans made her 

eautiful, but the eyes are all unlike and of dif- 
ferent colors. Such a dissimilarity in regard to 
the hair would not be remarkabie, but as to the 
eyes | suggest that where one portrait showed 
her with gray eyes. another blue, and another 
biack, at least two of these three must be 
wrong, and possibiy three if her eyes were 
brown, and they hang on the walls of the 
Nationa! Portrait Gallery, blue, gray, and black. 
but ali baving the same thin face which. ber 
efigy in Westminster Abbey presents. 

l shall not moralize about Elizabeth or about 
Mary, but the more | see of statues, and por- 
traits, and effigies of each the more thoroughly [ 
become a dellever in the Enogiiséh Queen, and 
think that in those troublesome times when 
upon political questions what was called justice 
did not wait the siow movements of the courts, 
and it was a question whether Mary should take 
Elizabeth's bead or Elizabeth Mary's, the worid 
was beneltited ;oy just che result woich occurred, 
It was too bad that there should be such a con- 
dition of things, that any good-looking woman 
should be compelled to lose her head, but driven 
to make a choice I think things as they bappened 
were preferable, 

Here, too, is the statue of Oliver Cromwell in 
terra-cotta, said to be the most perfect thing of 
ite kind in existence. Looking. at it no one 
could fail to see that Uliver was au Englisman— 
rude, strong, and in dead earnest. How spiendid- 
ly, with bis stalwart form. large head, and 
warted face, does he stand out beside the 
eifeminate and wretched Stuarts, the Charleses, 
and the Jameses, whose faces hang on 
these walis. Here is the great man who 
reformed the Court of Chancery in 
about ninety days—hbere is the strong, earnest 
man, bigoted, wes but who hated op- 
— and respected human rights, and loved 

ngiand, and sang througu his nose, no doubt 
often out of tune, whose soldiers sang worse 
than he sang, who prayed long and whose 
soidiers prayed with him, who made the name of 
Hogiand a terror all over the world, and who 
brougut it up from the low depths into which the 
wretched Bourbon-Stuarts bad gunk it of miser- 
able and sneaking vassalage to a pinnacie of 
giory and renown to which all Engiishmen at 
this time are proud to look back, and to which 
ali Americans at this time are greatly indebted. 
But to return from this digression to Hampton 
Court. :After having been lost in its curious 
maze, we drove back by another road to Rich- 
mond Hill, and from the piazza and terraces of 
the Star and Garter Hotel looked upon what 
Englishmen claim to be 


THE LOVELIEST LANDSCAPE IN ENGLAND. 


No one could look upon this exquisit panorama 
of river, field, farm, and forest, of mellowed 
disianves, of turf like velvet, without sighing to 
himself in sorrow that hb is not an artist to put 
it on canvas, Or a poet that be might adequately 
describe it. This English landscape is 80 peace- 
Tul. It seems that tue Euglish have a genius 
for landscape gardening. There is nothing stitf 
or augular about it. Trees grow in clumps 80 
arranged that glimpses. o sunshine stream 
tarough them upon smooth lawns beyond. The 
streaws are fringed with willows, lowers exgisit 
in form and color are grouped in great masses, 
and the trees seem to be cuuscious of their own 
surpassing beauty, and look @s if they had 


8 here indeed was a fit place for the ‘stout 
old TI. Its treasures of Buhl, tables of pre- 
cious ore and Limoges, all the world is 
familiar with. 

One little piate was shown to us which was 
valued at $20,000, Three small cabinets of this 
ware, containing not twen in all, were 
said to be worth at least 000. rooms 
were hung with pictures by Veronisi, Claude, 
Rubens, Tenlers, Titian, Raphael, Canoletti, ana 
Vandyck, and at the end of one of the passage 
ways made through these enormous walis of 
stone nearly ten feet in thickness hung one of 
the three famous original portraits of Charles J. 
on horseback, painted by Vandyck. 

The whole country about the castle is a Kar- 
den. Leaving it because we could not do any- 
thing more, we progeeded towards 

STRATFORD-ON-AVON, 3 
and reaching there drove direct throug 
town to Anne Hathaways cottage; and there the 
cottage was, made sacred and so pathetic be- 
cause the simple girl lived there whom Shak- 
speare for a short time loved. This humble little 
cottage is covered all over with vines and flow- 
ering shrubs. A delightful old lady bas charge 
of it—said to be a descendant of poor Anne 
Hathaway. She showed us by the great fire- 
place the settle, as she called it, now so old and 
worn, upon which Shakspeure and Anne sat 
those long years ago room which Anne 
Hathaway occupied, the windows out of which 
she looked, the door through which Shakspeare 
entered when be called to see her, all these 
are there, It is so tender in all its suggestions, 
so gentle, so pathetic in the impressions which 
it leaves, that we asked the good old dame to 
give us a drink ef water from the well 
from the arden where Anne Hathaway 
once pluck flowers, and to give us as souv- 
enirs of our visit some flowers from the shrubs 
that were clinging to the walls of the old cot- 
tage. These we bore away with us and returned 
to Stratford; visited the old church where the 
great poet is buried, and thence to the house 
where be was born. The barbarian Smiths, 
Joneses, and Robinsons bad in years goue by 
distigured the wails by scribbling their names 
upon them, but there the old house stands, and 
there was the room in which Sbakspeare was 
born. Two old maiden ladies. —— thor- 
oughly posted in Shakspearean literature, were 
there as custodians of this sacred spot. Tae 
room in which Shakspeare was born is not much 
of a room to look at. The old beams are there 
still, the old walis are there, and the old stone 
tioor is there. It is not, as I have said, much of a 
room to look at, but I defy oar one to remain 
there lone’ without being greatly impressed by 
the sacredness of the spot in which he 16. Con- 
nected with the house is a museum, and among 
its curiosities are some features at last betray- 
ing something buman. They showed us the 
picture of the place where Shakspeare got drunk 
—as a natural sequence they showed us the 
picture of the apple-troe under which he fell 
asleep and slept off his debuuch, and to com- 
plete the sequence they then showed us a piece 
of the tree itself. This was so natural, so 
buman, that it seemed as if I knew Sbhakspeare 
better than ever 1 had known bim before. In 
the house is the famous portrait recentiy dis- 
covered and bearing uumistakable marks of 
gonulneness. The costume is the same as 
that of his bust over his grave in the 
church; the features were 
and the gentieman iu charge. 
none of the garrulity of the guide about 
him, but appeared to be a thorough Shakspearean 
scholar, said that although the genuineness of 
this portrait asa contemporaneous portrait of 
Suukspeare cannot be established, yet the evi- 
dence ig ite favor is so strong a satisfy even 
the most doubting mind. This portrait is, tomy 
mind, nearer like the Chandos than any other [ 
have seen, It is the portrait of the Shakspeare 
whom we have ali carried in our mind's eye, in- 
spired, but buman, the portrait pf just sucha 
mun as all lovers of Shakspeare believe their 
Shakspeare to have been. ) 

The beauty of thecountry about Stratford is 
very great and its praises have been sung all 
over the worid. Isball not repeat it. It does 
not seem strange that ia the ;midset of such 
landscapes and such surround a great poet 
should have been born. Pick} up in the 
beautifal village souvenirs of our visit, we re- 
turned to our hotel eager for the morning 
which should take us to 

KENILWORTH AND COVENTRY. 

The next morni we drove past Stoneleigh 
Abbey to Keniiworth, the only réal ruin we had 
ret seen. It does not seem to me possible that 

euilworth Castle could have been so beautiful 
in its Preaperte as it is in its ruin and decay. 
Its old walis have crumbled to pieces. The 
great court in which the royal ENgabeth was ro- 
ceived by the ambitious Leicester is still there. 
Three of the grand oid towers with their arched 
and groined windows remain. e saw the spot 
onee occu pied by the great banqueting hali: we 
saw the gate through which Elizabeth passed; 
we climbed the towers and looked out upod the 
beautiful landscape; we descended its deep and 
dark recesses; we saw the ruins of the old wall 
built by the Romans. The terrace itself seems 
to be saturated with the most romaatic history. 
We looked at the treachermbus passare- 
way leading from one wer to an- 
other, where poor Am Robsart is said 
t o have met her death. We saw lying before us 
and witbin the original inciosure, of the castle 
the forest where the wonderful festivities of 
that royal reception were carried on. We saw 
the ruins of the great kitchens where the bau- 
quets were prepared for that royal entertain- 
ment, which is said to have cost at that time of 
dear money £5,000 per day. Relugtautly we left 
the spot which history bas made famous, and 
which the genius of Sir Walter Seott has made 
immortal, and drove to Coventry, with its old, 
quaint bouses, its three spires, one of them next 
to the loftiest spire in England. its crumbling 
churches, and its “ Peeping Tom looking out 
trom the window which traditjon or history 
guys Peeping Tom looked thr h when the 
Lady Godiva rode naked through the town. On 
our return we passed that tamou spot “Guy's 
Click.“ with its old avenue and beautiful views— 
back to the hotel, back to London. 

This, for the present, finishes our sightseeing 
in England. 

This letter bas already reached such an un- 
antic'pated length that I must les¥e to another 
occasion what I have to say concerping this vast 
city, and the genera) Impressions which it has 
made upon me; what I have seen of its people, 
the men whom I have met, its be#utiful parks, 
its great public buildings, and a Short bistory, 
very practical in its character, of the troubies 
which the shippers of live-stock from our coun- 
try have encountered, and the stance which 
Mr. Lowell has rendered me in . efforts to se- 
cure the removal of all restrictions upon that 
trade—and a statement of what We must do to 
secure the removal of those restrictions. 

Ali (hese points | must reserve for another oc- 
casion, but must say bere that w perever l have 
been in England, and whomsoevet I have seen. 
but one opinion is expressed of Lowell. and 
that opinion is such as to make etery American 
proud that his great and splendid country is 
represented by sucb a man, 

Tomorrow 1 leave for Edinburg?’ This, my first 
visit to Eugland, has been a continuous, unal- 
loyed delight. I have not seen the rough, bard 
side of Engiish life. I have seen nothing of its 
poverty or of ite erime, but what, I have seen 
fortities me in the opiuiow that there is on the 
part of intelligent Englishmen but one feeling 
toward our country, and that is a genuine 
admiration and good-will. I came here in 
no spirit of criticism, and am free to 
confess that Jam filled with admiration of what 
Ihave seen. Ishali return from Scotland some 
time this week, and thence to the Continent, but 
before leaving will teil you of the pleasant hours 
i have spent with such men as Mr. Browning, 
Leckie, Thomas Hughes, Jonn Morley, Craik, 
Henry James Jr., Mr. Herkomer, nthony 
Trollope, and that most delightful of women, 
Mrs. Craik, the authoress ot John Halifax, 
Gentleman,“ and Young Mrs. Jardine.”

with Mr. Rufus Baten and party, at last arrived 
at the “jumping-off place” on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. We rose sbortiy after break- 
fast this merning to nud chat the train could go 
no farther. Ten days after leaving Chicago we 
had reached the Ultima Thule so far as iron 
rails are concerned, We fognd ourselves about 
ten miles from Billings, M. T., and could get no 
farther except by stage. The track-layers 
reached Billings today, but the road wag not 
sufficiently in order to. allow of. the passage of 
our train to the Yellowstone crossing. We are 
now on the side of a. lofty te, and 
just above the clear waters of the Yell@wstone, 
which stretches ite broad expanse beneath my 
window. We are 3,600 feet above the sea; and 
the morning air is cool, dry. and jnvigorating. 
The freight-trains are only running to Glendive, 
and we are now right on the heels of the con- 
struction. The river is crossed by the railroad 
at Billings; and from where we are we can see 
the premonitory symptoms of 
A FRONTIER TOWN 
—teats and wagons, discarded tin cans and de- 
cayed beer-botties, scattered along the track. 
We can see the freighter driving wearily along 
the valley-trail, while in the distance is a stage 
lumbering along and endeavoring to keep a 
merry face while it watches the progress

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PREHISTORIC RACES. 


Lecture by the Bev. Robert West. 

The Rev. Robert West. editor of the Advance, 
who is temporarily filling the pulp of the New 
England Congregational Church during the va- 
cation of the pastor, lectured last evening to a 
large audience, taking as his subject, Tue 
Prehistoric Races of the Southwest.” 

The speaker commenced by saying that the 
freshest remains of the work of the prehistoriv 
races were to be found in the southwestern por- 
tion of this continent. When Cornado first left 
Mexico in 140 to seek the seven mys- 
terious cities of Cibolo be went direct 
to the town of Santa Fé, and to 
the region now known as the San Juan country, 
near where Arizona, Colorado, and New Mexico 
join. A geological survey was subsequently 
made of that country by the United States, and 
to this we owe all the specific information con- 
cerning the cliff dwellers. Their dwellings were 
situated on the Colorado River and its tribu- 
taries, the most of which had been built of 
dressed stone—sometimes laid in mortar and 
cement, and sometimes dressed 80 well aa to lie 
evenly, breaking joints with regularity. The 


singuiar feature of these dwellings, bowever, 
was that they were situated in the sides of 
almost perpendicular walls, and were accessibie 
now by only the most daring and expert climb- 
ers. One of these buildings was 360x120 feet, 
and was built iu a cleft in the rock 500 feet from 
its base. One of them bad been apparently as 
large as the Grand Pacitic Hotel of this city, 
and contained about 1,000 rooms. cedar 
floors of these buildings were often composed 
of lumber bearing marks of baving been dressed 
with stones, and no one knew who erected them. 

‘The speaker vext took bis auditors south to 
Chibuahua, on the great plain of Auabuac, in 
New Mexico, and entered into a minute descrip- 
tion. of Casa Glande, the remains of which 
showed it to have been a Duilding 800x250 feet, 
which bad been built of adobe. Further on he 
introduced them to the pyramid of Bi Tajin (or 
the Thunderer), which was niuety feet square, 
seven stories high, and had been 
built of dressed porphyry and  sand- 
stone regularly laid in mortar and cement, 
with a three-inob coating of the latter upon the 
walls. He next referred to the pyramid of Co- 


_ hula, in the State of Pueblo, which he said was

greater and more wonderfulin every way than 
the famous pyramid of Cheops on the Nile. It 
covered torty- four acres, and at the present day 
was between 200 and 300 feet high. after the 
storms of ages had beaten down its walis of 
earth and sun-dried brick. Perhaps the most 
wonderful of all the remains of this prebistoric 
people, however, be thouwbdt was found 8 
tive miles southwest of the City of Mexico. It 
was called Xochicalco, or the bill of flowers.“ 
which was two miles in circumference and 400 
feet high. It was encircled with stone terraces 
seventy-dve feet in bight and faced everywhere 
with perpendicular stone Wails reaching to its 
summit. Oo the summit, which was truncated, 
and 285x828 feet in surface, stood a pyramid 
with its sides facing the cardinal points, the 
singular thing about which was that it was built 
of immense granit biocks, eleven feet in length, 
three in hight, and four in Width, and that there 
was no sign of granit within forty miles 
of the site. Another singular thing about the 
bill was that it was penetrated by a@ tunnel into 
the solid limestone rock for hundreds of feet, 
which was nine feet bigh and nine feet wide. 
And the best of masonry. too, had been em- 
ployed at intervals to support the roof where- 
ever defective, and it led to a chamber eighty 
feet square and sixty feet high. terminating ina 
gothic areb. 

The speaker then passed to the mines of Pu- 
lenque in Central America, and spoke of their 
immensity at some length, which, de said, gave 
evidence of some of the finest architecture, 
sculpture. and painting, and which, according 
to Waldeck. Humboldt, and Dupaix,was equal tu 
anything the worid had ever produced. He next 
called attention to the ruins of Copan, in Hon- 
duras, near the Guatemala line. The building 
there was of dressed stone, about N feet long. 
600 wide, the walls being twenty-ltive feet thick 
and sixty feet in hight. 

THE LECTURER ASKED 


“ Who were these 124 2 and went on to say 
that they possessed a literature, arts, and 801 
ences, and had evidently many of the cbharacter- 
istics of a bighly civilized life.

Sir Charles Lyeill nad pointed out the 
fact years ago that these straits agreed singu- 
larly in width and depth with the Straits of 
Dover— that is, they were about thirty miles 
broad in their narrows, and about twenty-five 
fathoms in their greatest depth: The Straits of 


+ Dover had been crossed as early as twelve cen- 


turies before Christ by adveuturers seeking the 
island now known as England, and to 
the s ker's mind tbere was no doubt 
but this continent had been originally 
peopled by, a arigration from Europe. He 
quoted from Prof. Geste to show that the mi- 
gration bad taken place in the tertiary period 
in pliocene time, and that the subsequent ad- 
vent of the ice period had cut off ali communi- 
cation with the Old Worid until recent times. 
Prof. Asa Gray bad shown satisfactorily the io- 
timate relationship between North American 
and Asiatic vegetation. and that many of our 
fauna were cleariy of Asiatic origin, and scien- 
tino investigations. be said, were demonstrating 
the truth of Scripture—that God had made of 
oue blood all the nations of the earth. 


BRUTAL ROBBERS. 


An Aged Farmer of Cass County, III 
nols, Piundered and Horribly Mal- 
treated.

WIFE-BEATING. 

The Legislature of Maryland at the last 
session enacted a law providing that among 
the penalties which at the discretion of the 
court may be inflicted in cases of persons 
convicted of wite-whipping that of corporal 
punishment shall be included. In all the 
States of the Union, we believe, laws have 
been provided for the punishment of persons 
guigty of the cowardly offense of cruelly 
beating dumb animals. If a man treat a 
horse, a cow, or a mule, or an ox eruelly by 


‘exercise, beating, or mutilation, or by starva- 


tion, he ean be punished on conviction. This 
is @ just, humane, and most needed interpo- 
sition of the law for the protection of these 
animals which can do nothing for them 
selves. Such legislation is approved by ail 
mankind, and cruelty to animals is now uni- 
versally recognized as one of the crimes 
calling for vigorous prosecution and prompt 
punishment. 

There is, however, another crime of the 
game class, but more brutal and more cow- 
ardly, more infamous, and more commonly 
committed, for which the laws of the States 
make no specific provisions and no adequate 
punishment. That crime is cruelty to wives 
by violent treatment. The State of Mary- 
land by its recent act has begun an experi- 
ment in the way of treating criminals guilty 
of that brutality. The first case in that State 
under the new law is thus reported in the 
Baltimore American: 

The next case was thatof David Gardner, a 
dark-colored man about 3 years of age. charged 
with assaulting and beating his wife, Elisabeth 
Gardner, a neatly-dressed mulatto woman 
about the same age. She testitied that they 
lived at No.7 Upton street. On the 3d of the 
present month be came home and accused ber 
of going across the street to a store kept by a 
colored man named Joves, and abusing bim (her 
busband). This she denied, and called Jones 
over to prove it. When Jones contirmesd ber 
statement he flew into a rage, called Jones a 
liar, and, turning upon bis wife, struck ber two 
biows with his fist, giving ber a black eye, 
knocked her dowu, and then kicked and stamped 
her. In his own bebalf Gardner stated that be 
bad only struek ber with his open band, and had 

d der when she was 

see think that 

had been too friendly with Jones, 

be said, he knew had given her 
water repeatediy. After giving his evidence 
Gardner turned, as if to leave the stand, when 
Judge Dobbin directed him to stop a moment, 
and told him that be probably did not know that 
the last Legisiature had passed a law for the 
benetit of just such offenders as he was. The 
court added: “ Your punishment shall be thirty 
lashes at the whipping-post.” For a moment 
the man seemed speecbiess with surprise, and 
then, look ing over bis shoulder, as if ha to 
et a view of his back, said: “Fob de Lord 
udge, I ruther have seven years in jail,” and 
shrugged his shouiders with a sort of shiver. 
K udge further said that be intended to put 
the whipping-post into existence uader the law; 
that only two or three examples would be 
necessary, and the offense would be entirely 
abated. Mr. Edward J. Clarke, counsel for the 
aceused, soon after filed a motion for a new trial, 
and the case will merefore go to the Supreme 
Bench. He will take the ground that the law is 
unconstitutional, and further, that Gardner was 
never married to the womar, and he, therefore, 
did not beat bis wife, which is the offense which 

the law describes. 

Judge Dobbin’s view of the probable ef- 
fects of the law in preventing a repetition of 
this kind of offense is most likely correct. 
Should the law be sustained, there are not 
many of that class of brutes who will have 
the courage to risk the punishment of thirty 
lashes on the bare back. ' 

This crime is but seldom committed by 
persons born and bred in this country; it is 
generally a domestic institution imported 
from Europe, and in some localities has been 
ingrafted upon the local customs by neigh- 
borhood familiarity and its frequent exhi- 
bition, It is a crime, however. of so fre- 
quent occurrence, that in large cities and 
even in smaller places it may be said 
to be quite common. It is moreover 
of that class of offenses where the vic- 
tim is generally made the protector 
of the cowardly brute that maltreats her. Of 
course whisky is in the great majority of 
cases the inspiring cause, as it is of nearly 
all cases of personal violence. Whisky ex- 
cites the man, naturally a coward, and at the 
same time a brute, to assail some one who is 
helpless and defenseless. The wife is the 
most convenient person upon whom his 
ephemeral courage can find vigorous expres- 
sion. If she express a regret that he had 
again been drinking, or if she ask him for 
money necessary to buy family supplies, 
which money he has wasted on his way home, 
his manhood is aroused, as probably it has 
been similarly aroused many times before 
under like circumstances, and, feeling insult- 
ed and outraged, he seizes her by the throat, 
blackens her eyes by blows with his fist, and 
then hurts her to the floor, and kicking her 
prostrate form struts off victorious to the 
saloon to spend what may be left of his 
week’s wages. Thisis but the general out- 
line of this class of offenses, whose circum- 
stances and detail may be varied indefinitiy, 
with the same general termination—the cruel 
beating and kicking of the woman. Some 
times it ends, as did the case on Jefferson 
street two weeks ago, when the industrious 
and somewhat provident wife, refusing to 
give her last few shillings to an idle and 
drunken husband, was by him knocked 
down, jumped upon, and killed. 

What is to be done in these cases? The 
Wife. to whom these beatings have become 
habitual, and who in her poverty and deser- 
tion in a measure has to expect and accept 
them as part of her lot, rarely makes erimi- 
nai complaint or appears to prosecute. 
When the ill-treatment cannot be suppressed, 
when the neighbors call in a physician or an 
officer, and the case is made public, the 
chanees are that she appears not to prose- 
cute, but to appeal for his discharge; if he 
be convicted and in default of paying the 
fine is sent to prison, she becomes the sup- 
pliant before the Mayor and the Aldermen, 
asking for his pardon, pleading, as is often 
the case, that despite his brutatity she and 
her children are dependent on his earnings 
for bread, which earnings must cease while 
he is in prison. Some years ago a gentle- 
man etected Mayor thouglit he might par- 
tially reform this business by peremptorily 
refusing to pardon any person from 
the bridewell who should be sent there for 
wife-beating. At last there appeared before 
him a wife, the mother of three children, 
who had been unable to leave her bed for at 


quatters: of the town. | 
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least ten days from the effects of a whipp 
by her husband. Even then her face showed 
how severe had been her treatment. She 


asked her lrusband’s pardon. It was re- 


fused, and the police reported that this was 
the third or fourth time that fhis man had 
been arrested for a like offeuse. A few days 
after the wife again appeared, stating that 
she and her children had neither fire, light, 
nor food, and were nearly starved, but if her 
husband was released he could obtain work 
and wages; that his imprisonment was mere- 
ly a pubishment on herself and little ones. 
The Mayor was inexorable; he refused the 
pardon, but he gave her a sufficient sum of 
money to buy fuel and food, and a suf- 
ficiency to maintain herself and chil- 
dren until her husband’s term in the 
bridewell had finished. In less than two 
hours she had paid the fine and had taken 
the cowardly husband home with her. These 
brutes when fined and sent to the bridewell 
depend on these beaten, bruised, kicked, and 
pounded wives to get them ont with the 
least possible delay, a repetition of the beat- 
ing being promised in case of failure. Or- 
dinary fines and imprisonment, therefore, are 
no punishment. Their severity invariably 
falls upon the unfortunate victim. 

The Baltimore court, acting under the 
new-made law, has begun the experiment of 
amore summary proceeding. It does not 
take the husband from his work or his 
family: it does not imprison him. From the 
court-room he proceeds to an apartment in 
the station-house, receives his punishment, 
and is again a free man; whether likely to 
repeat the offense or not is to be tested by 
experience. Whether others be deterred 
from wife-beating by a knowledge that the 
penalty is thirty lashes on their own backs 
is also a question. 

Here is a case which appeals to humanity. 
Confessedly the present laws encourage by 
protecting the brutality of wife-beating. The 
victims are women, wives, and generally 
mothers. It is a case where literally the 
brutal man tyrannizes and horribly maltreats 
the woman. Wesubmit to the women of 
lilinols that they lay the facts before the 
Legislature in January, with a suggestion 
that an efficacious anda summary punishment 
be provided by law; and wedo not believe 
there will bea man worthy of the name in the 
General Assembly whe will refuse to vote 
for a proper biil. 


SPRAGUE’S SHOTGUN. 

It would appear to be about time that Gov. 
Sprague abandoned the shotgun policy, or 
went to Mississippi and perfected himself in 
it. His shotgun scene with ex-Senator Conk- 
ling at Canonchet only made him ridiculous, 
and now he has gone and done it again, and 
scared a multitude of the fashionable loun- 
gers in that locality, though he could not 
prevent the sale of his place by the bold 
auctioneer at the time and place announced. 
The sale was set for the 15th inst., and early 
in the morning all Canonchet was alive, and 
gay equipages filled with fashion and beauty 
poured down to the gates of the Sprague res- 
idence to examine the grounds, which have 
now become so famous through Mr. Conk- 
ling’s visits and subsequent escapade. Belles 
and gilded youth, mercenary bidders eager 
to make a cheap bargain, and the auctioneer 
and his posse wound their way along, 
with the red flag unfurled, wucon- 
scious of any danger, and were 


about to cross a bridge to a shady spot In the 


grounds, where the vendue would com- 


mence, when suddenly there was an appari- 


tion in the pathway mounted upon a horse 
and crying Halt.“ It was the Governor’s 
son. The procession was about to brush him 
ruthlesly aside, when the son drew his pis- 
tol and the procession halted, belles and 
gilded youth flying shrieking to the rear 
away from the horrid creature. The auc- 
tioneer, however, was there for business and 
commissions. He flung his red flag to the 
breeze, tied it to a.sapling, pitched his tent, 
and commenced operations, while young 
Sprague retired In good order, covered by 
the old gentieman, who sat upon the piazza 
holding a shotgun. The bidding was not 
very lively, and after a half-dozen “ goings ”’ 
the place was knocked down to Mr. Moulton, 
the mutual friend ” of Beecher and Tilton, 
for $62,250, about one-tenth of its 
real value. As Mr. Sprague will prob- 
ably remain sitting upon the piazza 
and holding his shotgun indefinitly it might 
at first sight seem a difficult matter for Mr. 
Moulton to get possession of the premises 
unless he ean establish himself in some way 
as a mutual friend to Sprague and his shot- 
gun, and induce one to go,off and the other 
not to. An incident which happened direct- 
ly after the sale, however, shows that Mr. 
Moulton will not be embarrassed in getting 
possession. Mr. Chaffee appearing upon the 
piazza Sprague started for him, expressing 
his intention to shake him out of his boots 
and throw him on the rocks below. Chaffee 
gufetly remarked, “1 can lick a whole eow- 
yard full of Bill Spragues,” whereupon 
Sprague retired and sat down with his shot- 
gun again. Mr. Moulton will probably have 
no difficulty in getting possession of his 
proverty, and would do well to buy the shot- 
gun and send it as a gift to Mr. Conkling, 
who would value it for old association's sake 
and as à familiar object during the days 
when he was a Canonchet guest. It will be 
a rellef to the community when the mutual 
friend gets full possession, and Canonchet, 
and Sprague, and the shotgtin are relegated 
to oblivion, They are very tiresome. 
PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 

It is doubtless humiliating to Senator 
Cameron to note the fact that supporters of 
the regular Republican ticket in Pennsyiva- 
nia deem it wise to declare that its success 
would not be a personal triumph for him. 
They go further, and maintain that the nom- 
ination of Beaver was Cameron’s defeat. 
Mr. Joseph L. Caven, of Philadelphia, in a 
late interview expresses the opinion that 
** Cameron’s bossism is ended in any event.” 
He says the son is not equal to the father, 
mat Don ” inherits “the political methods 
and some of the astuteness of the ablest pol- 
iticlan this country ever produced, but does 
not equal his father in grasp or long-headed 
calculation.“ He does not believe that the 
Pennsylvania boss can compass his own re- 
election to the Senate. But reformers are 
proverbially sanguine, and this is a rosy 
view from the reformers’ standpoint of the 


, effect of the triumph of the regular Repub- 


Beans over both the Democrats and Inde- 
pendents. That Senator Cameron is doing 
everything in his power to secure the elec- 
tion of the ticket headed by Gen. Beaver is 
beyond dispute, and hence the assumption 
that Beaver’s nomination was the equivalent 
of his (Cameron’s) defeat is simply absued. 

Mr. Caven may be sincere in what he says, 
but the out-and-out regulars who say the 
same thing are not sincere. They are hedg- 
ing. They are trying to secure for a Cam- 
eron ticket the votes of men who are opposed 
to a continuance of the Cameron régime. 
And this is a significant sign of the times. 
It shows that the name of the boss in polities 
is no longer a good name to conjure with. 
It has ceased to be a good battle-cry. Better 
still, the henchmen of the boss—the party 
truncheon-flourishers—find it wise to deny 
their master. They declare, as Peter ‘did, 
that they never knew him. 

What Mr. Caven says about Don Cam- 
eron’s inferiority to his father in “ grasp and 
long-headeginess ” is notoriously true. But 
his falture in the role in which his father 


succeeded may be accounted for on other be 
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grounds less disparaging to his intellect and 


d ' 
more creditable to the mteligence and pub- 


nie virtue of the people. It may be that no 
great advance has been made in the actual 


improvement of the public service by the 


civil-service reformers; but tmey have at 
least compelled the public to reflect serious- 
ly upon the subject. And the first conclu- 
sion at which thinking people have 
arrived is, that bossism and patronage 
are synonymous terms. This involves an- 
other conclusion—namely: that as the distri- 
bution of patronage by bosses is for their 
own benefit it cannot at the same time be for 
the benetit of the Government. When the 
citizen has reasoned thus far, it is not diffi- 
cult for him to realize that he is taxed to pay 
the salaries of servants nominally in the em- 
ploy ot the Government, but really in the serv- 
ice of a lot of political bosses. At this stage of 
the reasoning process he begias to feel fool- 
ish, and either abandons consideration of the 
subject or becomes : an active reformer. ~ 

These ate the methods of ratiocination 
which produced the rupture in the Repub- 
lican party in Pennsylvania. Mr. Caven in- 
sinuates that it is a mere quarrel between 
different sets of bosses. This proposition we 
will not at present discuss, because if it were 
true it would not affect the line of argument 
we are pursuing. If there were not a strong 
undercurrent of genuine feeling such as we 
have described disturbing the minds of the 
Republicans of Pennsylvania the attempt of 
rival bosses to split the party into factions 
would not have met with any appreciable 
success, But it has been measurably suc- 
cessful, and this fact shows that the contest 
with bossism and the old idea of patronage, 
begun at the Chicago Convention in 1880, is 
to be continued by Republicans whether the 
politicians will or no. That it will be con- 
tinued until bossism is destroyed or resumes 
its control of party affairs is about as certain 
as any predictable event of the future. 
Would the Republican party long survive 
the victory of bossism is a question for the 
would-be bosses to deeply ponder. 


g. 8. COX ON THE JEWS. 

In a late issue of the Congressional Rec- 
ord we find the speech of Mr. S. S. Cox on 
the persecutions of the Jews in Russia, and 
tne following is the conclusion, appealing for 


American sympathy: 

Let it be known from the Polar Sea to the 
Ural Mountains, from the Vistula to the 
Straits of Yeni Kale, that there is a people 
in this Western World who have a soul above 
the barbarities of bigotry and the vengeance 
of ill-gotten wer. Let it penetrate the in- 
most circie of the palaces and pieasaunces of 
Peterhoff, where the haunted Czar hides from 
his lovi children, that the democracy of 
America demands a ne and better evangel than 
that of blood and bigotry. By the sacred mem- 
ories of our own religions and the liberality of 
our established order. by the associa tions which 
cluster like stars around the sacred Mountains 
of Moriah, Hermon, Hor, Pisgah, Horeb, Carmel, 
Lebanon, Tabor, and Zion—ay, even of Calvary 
and Olivet—iet us remember the children of that 
Israel whose faith was given for the healing of 
the nations,“ and whose mystic voice spoke from 
the Mount of God in the blue Algean, where the 
banisbed seer beneld the heavenly Jerusalem 
with its walls of jasper and gates of pearl stand- 
ing open day and night, and crowned by its 
temple of beauty and light! Andshali this vision 
never bave realization? This people is the sole 
survivor, next to Egypt, China, and India, of 
the infancy of mankind. It is at the mercy of 
the cruel despot of the North. With a lineage 
unrivaled for purity, a religious sentiment and 
ethics drawn out of the giory and greatness of 
Mount Sinai—a ar yen! as maguiticent 
as the temple of the wise King who en- 
shrined Jehovah within its adytum and 
prayed as never human spirit prayed for 
the stranger in the land—with an eternal in- 
tiuence from its lawgivers, prophets, and psalm- 
iste never vouchsated to any language, race, or 
creed; it outlived the philosophies of Greece 
and the grandeur ahd power of Rome. It is 


- tois raee, broken-bearted and seattered, to 


which this Czar of all the Kussias adds the enor- 
mities of his rule upon the victims of the ieno- 
rance and slander of the ages. The birthright of 
this race is thus despoiled, and we, sir, have no 
word of protest. Struggling against adversities 
which no other people ever encountered, they 
yet survive—the wiue from the crushed grape. 
Champions of Jehovah! bow have I guzed at ye 
within your own gates at the very base of your 
grand house of the Lord and gate of Heaven, 
and beard your wailing because of the destruc- 
tion of the fair city of your love! With what 
pleading for the restoration of your own Jeru- 
saiem have not the Cyclopean stones echoed! 
How long, O Lord, bow long shall rapacity and 
bigotry . this 1 Let the dawn 
come to the childrea of the wandering foot and 
weary heart, waiting, waiting for that morning 
which will give them its auroral giory and its 


cheerful beatitudes.

MORE WAR CLOUDS. 

The Egyptian kaleidoscope has taken an- 
other turn, and shows a hew and some- 
what surprising combination and the in- 
troduction of new figures, which may yet 
make the Egyptian question a ‘European 
question. It is now somewhat more than 
six weeks ago that England demanded of 
Turkeg that she should proclaim Arabi 
Bey a rebel and send troops to Egypt to aid 
in suppressing him, and a military conven- 
tion was at once drawn up for ‘Turkey to 
sign. The Porte, however, has played fast 
and loose with the demand. It proposed to 
send troops provided the English would re- 
main in their encampments and allow Tur- 
key to take the field by herself, which of 
course was refused by England, who had no 
intention of allowing Turkish troops to op- 
erate in Egypt except under the immedi- 
ate command-of English Generals. She 
has not yet declared Arabi Bey a rebel 
in express terms, and declined to 
make such a declaration until her 
troops were in Egypt. She has invited Arabi 
Bey to lay down his arms. an invitation of no 
more purpose than it would be to invite the 
Sphinx to move out of the country. She has 
opposed every measure of the military con- 
vention, and substituted conventions of her 
own, Which she knew would not be accepted, 
and she has brought to bear all. her arts of 
delay and sophistry of which she has always 
been a consummate master, and has kept the 
Engligh upon a stool of suspense until her 
plans were matured, and then suddenly comes 
out with a point-blank refusal to send troops 
at all, and threatens an energetic protest 
against England’s occupation of Egypt. All 
of which goes to show that the Sultan has 
no special love for the Khedive, who was 
placed by the English upon the throne with- 
out consulting Turkey, and that his decora- 
tion of Arabi Bey was not a mere forma! act. 

It is impossible that Turkey would take 
this course without proitse of help from 
some quarter, or would deliberately offend 
England by such a snubbing unless there 
was a secret understanding with some other 
Power that she should be backed up in 80 
doing. England has been Turkey’s stanch 
friend for many years, Morally she was her 
ally during the war with Russia. She was 
her friend inthe Berlin Congress, and she 
did her good service in reducing the demands 
of Greece, wrem she had dissuaded from 
entering the field while the war was pending, 
and at a time when Greece might easily 
have acquired all her old territory. Turkey 
would not of her own motion, or without 
knowing that she was safe against 
English retaliation, offend such a friend 
as this. Which one of the Powers 
is behind her? Certainly not Germany, 
which means Austria and Italy as well, for 
Bismarck has thus far expressed his sanc- 
tion of England’s policy. Certainly not 
France, for the recent action of the Assembly 
in refusing the vote of credit shows that the 
French people are opposed to any inter- 
ference in the Egyptian business further 
than the protection of the Suez Canal. 
It must then be Russia, her old en- 
emy, who has changed places with En- 
gland, and now appears as Turkey’s 
friend, The probabilities of this attitude of 
Russia are enhanced by her military move- 
ments, which point to the acquirement of 
Asia Minor, which Turkey couid richly af- 
ford to give to Russia in compensation for 
her assistance against England, and by the 
fact that a war now would be one of the best 


which the Czar of late has manifested more 

sire to mitigate, as is indicated by his change 
of advisers. Türkey alone could not hope 
to withstand England, even with Egypt to 
help ner, but if all this Russian activity is 
not mere smoke other combinations may fol- 
low, and Russia, Turkey, and Egypt may find 
themselves confronted with England, Ger- 
many, and Austria, and perhaps Italy. En- 
gland has all along been careful! to keep with- 
in the limits of German recognition, and as 
between Germany and Russia there has been 


no love lost for some time past. Austria will, 


gladly welcome any combination of circum- 
stances that will open her way straight 
through to Salonica. It is not likely that 
France will appear in any combination that 
may be formed, for by keeping quiet she may 
have Lorraine back again, and a large part 
of Beigium—a cession which has long been 
understood as a possibility between herself 
and Germany. Should she enter the field, 
however, it will never be with Germany. The 
old feeling is too strong for that. Some. day 
the reorganization of the maps of Europe 
must occur, and should the Egyptian matter 
result in the alliance of England, Germany, 
and Austria as against France, Russia, and 
Turkey the new division will effect vast 
and radical changes, one of the most im- 
portant of which, it is to be hoped, will be 
the complete eradication. of the Turkish 
Power, for with the Turksin Europe no pro- 


longed peace is possible. 


BEN BUTLER’S “CONQUEST.” 

Ben Butler is only second to Napoleon in 
originating the coup d’état and ‘excels the 
martyr of Sedan in his ability to spring it 
upon an unsuspecting people. Like the 
crocodile, he Iles apparently asleep until his 
victims approach within his jaws, when he 
suddenly snaps them. He never gives signs 
of activity. When the most quiet, he is the 
most dangerous and full of life. It is not 
long ago thata Chicago baking-powder cor- 
poration commenced the manufacture of this 
usetul commodity, and adopted the handsome 
face of the General for their heraldic de- 
vice, displaying himcouchant upon a golden 
ground, with distant reference to spoons ly- 
ing perdu in every package. The wily 
saurian apparently paid no attention to the 
strange device, but remained quiet until the 
baking-powder victims were well under way, 
when snap went the jaws, and they came 
near finding themselves in the remorseless 
maw of the courts. The political current 
has run smoothly in Massachusetts tor two 
or three years past and nothing has vexed its 
placid surface until the other day, when up 
came the crocodile from its quiet depths, si- 
lently swam to the shore, seizéd the Green- 
back nomination which had ventured too 
near the margin, and disappeared with it be- 
neath the waters again. 

Now comes the General again with another 
mysterious project on foot, or rather ou 
water, which has been accomplished before 
the public were aware that he was up to any 
little gaine, and all Eastern Canada is in a 
panic of excitement. He has purchased a 
long, low, black-looking craft, called the 
Conquest, built after the style of those foot- 
pads of the sea that Capt. Kidd and Fanny 
Campbell, the female pirate Captain of the 
Antules, used to navigate through the thrill 
ing yellow-covered publications of our boy- 
hood. The Conquest was off to sea before 
the Kanucks had caught their breath, 
manned by a man and two boys, but they 
remember now that she had remarkably high 
bulwarks concealing ordnance, that she took 
on board remarkable quantities of stores, 
and thata large crew of ancient mariners 
trudged away about the same time to 
some Eastern port where she was to touch, 
of course to join her, when the skull 
and crossbones will be unfurled, and the 


avenger of the deep will sweep along on his 


blazing path, leaving behind him a terrible 
swath of scuttled vessels. Itis current in 
Canada that Arabi Bey has issued letters of 
marque and reprisal to Gen. Butler, for favors 
done him by the General’s nephew during his 
sojournin Egypt, and it is not impossible 
that his commission is to play havoe on Brit- 
ish commerce. It is not likely that the Con- 
quest will go into the Mediterranean, dash 
into Admiral Seymour’s fleet, and pick off 
the Invincible, the Inflexible, the Temeraire, 
the Superb, and the rest of the Euglish mon- 
sters one after the other, though it is 
likely that if the Conquest should cateh the 
Condor all alone there would be a desper- 
ate and picturesque combat bétweeh Lord 
Charles Beresford and the unknown, 
swarthy, low-browed pirate who com- 
mands Gen. Butler’s- privateer. It is 
much more likely, however, that the mission 
of the Conquest is to intercept English 
troop-ships and then land the troops on des- 
olate islands, or to dash upon unarmed mer- 
chantmen, hew their crews down with cut- 
lases and boarding-pikes, and then sail away 
with the loot and store it in some unknown 
cave where the General’s storekeepers will 
take care of it until it can be safely removed. 
The Boston Advertiser hazards the con- 
jecture that the Conquest is to be used for 
influencing voters in the seaboard towns in 
the approaching Gubernatorial campaign. 
This, however, isa very wild guess. Gen. 
Butler is already strong on the seaboard, and 
if he desired to extend his influence there he 
could more easily effect it with a few cod-lines, 
barrels of, beans, jugs of old Medfota rum, 
or some such trifles, than he could by 
threatening to bombard the old skippers. 
Where the Conquest is most needed ts in 
the inland towns, but the science of naviga- 
tion is not yet sufficiently advanced to enable 
her to sail round among the huckleberry and 
hardhock pasture, surmount the hills, skim 
over the stone walls, or run in among the 
rocky breakers of Berkshire. The Egyptian 
theory is the most plausible, and undoubted- 
ly before long the Conquest will be heard of 
flitting about Aboukir or gallantly plowing 
the Suez Canal to effect a juncture with De 
Lesseps and Victor, and make a joint attack 
upon the enemies of Arabi Bey.

Finding it impossi- 
ble to withstand the fury of the Neapolitan 
“lazzaroni,” who murdered every strargier 
from the French ranks, and even rushed knife 
in hand upon the cannon which were being 
planted in the streets, he decided to attempt 
conciliation. A guard of honor was placed in 
front of the shrine of the favorit Neapolitan 
saint, Gennaro or Januarius, and the counter- 
sign given to the French sentries was “ Rev- 
erence for Gennaro.“ This wily courtesy turned 
the scale at once. The streets resounded with 
cries of Long live the French,” and the whole 
native population hastened to range themselves 
on the side of the invaders.

Other retailers say that the testing of most of 
the drugs in common use is by no means diffi- 
cult or expensive, and where druggists fail to 
make full tests of their raw material the fault 
is theirs if they are not able to produce medi- 
cines such as may be worthy of public confidence. 
Many druggists are in the habit of selling laud- 
anum, a drug in very frequent request, at from 
two-thirds to one-half the standard strength. 
This they do, some of them say, because they 
are often called upon to sell the drug without 
prescriptions, and tear that suicidal ase may be 
made of it.

The British man-of-war Tourmaline entered 
the canal this morning, together with the gun- 
boat Dee, and cleared for action. 

The ironclads Infiéxibie, Temeraire, Agincourt, 
Monarch, Penelope, two gunboats. and twelve 
troopabips are still lying in the barbor off bere. 
The marines and sailors occupy the town. The 
fleet is about to enter the canal. 

The reconnaissance made this afternoon 
seems to show that the enemy’s artillery and in- 
fantry bave been weakened since yesterday. but 
their hig guns are still in position. The 
Khedive watohed the progress of the skirmish 
yesterday from a villa within range of the 
enemy's heavy guns. The reconnaisance proves 
the excellence of Arabi Pusha’s earthworks, 
and the accuracy of the fire of his artillery. 

Reports from the interior show Arabi Pasha 
making the entire population labor on earth- 
works. He deciares that Kafr-el-Dwar shall be 
another Plevus. 

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

ISMAILIA, Aug. 20.—M. de Lesseps wrote Rear 

Admiral Hewitt yesterday, as follows: 
— It is said that British troops will land on the 
banks of the Suez Canal. I appeal to your bonor 
as British Admirai that vesseis to which, ac- 
cording to the bylaws of the company, we can- 
not refuse pilots, be not employed for the pur- 
pose in violation ef the neutrality of the canal, 
which has been secured by the Sultan's firman 
and recent declarations of the maritime Pow- 
ers. 

M. de Lesseps. in another letter, says: 

“The British Admirai has informed the Chief 
Transit Agent of the canal company that, in 
consequence of bis instructions from the British 

Government, be will proutwit the entry into the 
canal until further orders of all vessela, and 
that in case of need he will resort to force to 
prevent euch entrance. The Admirai has further 
placed an armed gunboat at the entrance to the 
canal. I protest against this act of violation 
and epoliation.” 

Paris, Aug. @.—At a meeting of the Suez 
Canal Company held here today resolutions 
were passed declaring that it is the duty of the 
company to uphold the claims already made in 
favor of the neutrality of the canal, and to op- 
pose all warlike measures taken by England. 
acting in her assumed character as supporter of 
the Kbedive. The resolutions state that the 
company’s concession cannot be disturbed even 
by the Sultan, and that the company reserves to 
itself the rigbt to claim, before a competent 
tribunal, compensation from England event- 
ually. 

AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—A dispatch from Constan- 
tinople says: 

Lord Dufferin, in an interview today with 
Said Pasha and Assym Pasha, declared he was 
unable to accept the Tuorkish proposais for a 
military convention, even in their new form. 
Said Pasha and Assym Pasha are uuderstood to 
be strongly in favor of an understanding with 
England.“ 


RESCUED. 
LEIGH SMITH’S STORY. 
Spectal Cable. 

Lowpon, Aug. 20.—The Heraid’s special says: 
“A telegram from Aberdeen says that the Hope, 
with Mr. Leigh Smith and his crew, ar- 
rived there today. All are well. The 
Eira was nipped in the ice and sunk 
on Aug. 21 last year off Cape Flora. The crew 
wintered at Cape Flora. suffering considerable 
hardships. They were picked up on the Nova 
Zembia coast by a Dutch schoouer and conveyed 
on board the Hope. Mr. Leigh Smith gives the 
following narrative: 

“On the’l4th of June, 1881, the Eira left Peter- 
bead. The ice was very far south. No opening 
could be found to enable ber to get north 
until the middie ot July. Franz Joset 
Land was reached July 23. The Eira steamed 
along the coast to within fifteen miles of Cape 
Ludiow. The ice was closely packed to the 
north, so I decided to return to Gray Bay 
and wait till a more favorable opportunity 
should present itself to go North. On Aug. 7 
the end was made fast to a land- 
fioe near Belle Island. A stone bouse 
was erected of materials taken out in 
the Eira. On Aug. 15 the Eira left Belle Island. 
and. being unable to pass to the eastwara of 
Barents Hook, was made fast to a land- Hoe 
of Cape Flora. The next few days 
were spent in coliecting plants and fossils, 
which, unfortunately, were lost with the vessel. 


(On Aug. 21 the Eira was heavily nipped. 


About 10 o'clock a. m., a leak was dis- 
covered, and all hands were set 
tothe pumps. The donkey engine was also 
started, but was soon disconnected from the 
pum ps, and, by means of the steam 
winch, six casks of flour and about 
300 weight of bread were saved 
from the main bold. By this time the leak had 
gained to such an extent that nothing more 
could be saved from the lower deck. The en- 
gines again started to pump, but were soon 
drowned out. 

“All hands were then engaged 
the stores in the after cabin, which con- 
sisted chiefly of vegetables. Barely two 
hours elapsed from the time thé leak was 
discovered till the time the vessel had 
to be abandoned. All the boats were saved. 
Most of the men saved some ciothes and 
bedding. Hardiy bad the last man left 
the ship when the ice eased, 
and the Eira rapidly sank. Nothing 
came up but 4 few spars and a young polar bear 
in acask. Someof the sails were cut away, 
and with them and some oars a 
tent was. erected on the ice. A 
fire was lit and some coffee made, which, with 
some bread and part of a pudding that had 
been made for the day’s dinner, made a some- 
what spare meal for twenty-five men who had 
been working nearly the whole day without any 
tood. Nobody grumbled, as every one knew he 
would have to learn to govern bis appetite, as 
the stock Gf meat would only suffice 
for three months at the most. Next morning 
everything was moved to the land. A tent was 
put up at Cape Fiora, ana the crew went to bed 
with lighter hearts, as two bears bad been shot

„ Frequent vists from bears were the sources of 
excitement during the long dark days. They 
would often prow! round the teat, and many 
a man got seared on rushing out 
the dark.

“One day about the end of two men 
were walking on the ice in front of the hut when 
a dog rushed home wagging bia tail and barking 
furiously until some of them followed him. To 
their delight some wairus were seen lying on 
the ice. The two men returned to the house and 
every rifle was prepared to give tne walrus a 
heavy volley. Several were shot, but nearly all 
fell into the water. A boat was launched, and, 
after an bour’s exciting hunt, five were killed. 

“In January aguin a dog aided in saving the 
lives of the Bira crew and found some walrus on 
theice. Three very large animals were killed. 
Although there were 70 degrees of frost at the 
time, everybody worked with a will until meat 
and blubber were safely stowed alongside the 
hut. This good fortune enabled an extra 
amount of meat to de cooked 
every day, and aided considerably in 
following the excessive cold for the next few 
weeks being 80 disastrous to the crew 
as it otherwise might have been. It was at 
tirst thought food would be easy to obtain, but 
in the middle of March there was scarcely two 
weeks’ meat remaining. Every bear that was 
now seen was eageriy watched. Wo toa man 
who missed a shot. 

“Good fortune, however, seemed never to 
desert us. Before the end of March eight 
bears had been killed, and in April the birds 
came back. Every effort was made to climb the 
cliff. The iand-floe extended seven or eight 
niles, so no walrus could be killed. Bears were 
very scarce, but in June a strong gale cleared the 
ice away for twenty-four hours, and the walrus 
were swimming in the water in hundreds. Five 
were killed in one day. For several days noth- 
ing was done but cooking large coppers full of 
meat and turning it off for the boat journey. 

“On June 21, 188%, four boats started from 
Cape Flora with twenty-five men and pro- 
visions for two months. Eighty miles of 
water were crossed before we en- 
countered ice. Then our troubles bean. 
Sometimes for days the boats were bauled upon 
afloe. No water gould be seen to enable them 
to proceed south, dragging the boats over the 
ice being out of the question on account of 
the rouguness of the ice. After six weeks of 
almost constant toll water was reached and 
our course set for Nova Zembia. After 
reaching the water a southwest breeze sprang 
up and enabled the boats to sail about five 
knots, but soon increased to a gale,which was as 
much as the boats could stand. A heavy thunder 
storm came on and lasted some hours, 
with heavy rain, drenching every one; but no 
one thought of wet clothes, as we knew Nova 
Zembla must soon be sighted. Within twenty- 
four hours of leaving the ice four boats were 
safely hauled on the beach at Matucchyen 
Straits. It was on the evening of Aug. 2. Next 
morning after breakfast a schooner was 
seen coming out of the straits. A boat went 
to her. The boat's crew was most 
heartily welcomed by ringing cheers long be- 
fore they got alongside. The schoouer proved 
to be the William Barents, commanded by Capt. 
Hoffmann, who, with his officers, showed 
every possible kindness to the men on their 
way to, Barents Straits. The boat's 
crew said the Hope was anchored witbin 
a mile of the place where the rest of the Eira's 
crew were still encamped. Previous to this sev- 
era! shots had been heard by the Eira's party 
early in the morning, which afterwards was 
found to be fired by some Russians from 
a schooner anchored in the same day as the 
Hope.”’ 

The Russians had seen the but in which 
the Eira’s crew were housed and 
intended to report the matter to 
the commander of the Hope, but the informa- 
tion was anticipated by the crew of the William 
Barents. Mr. Leigh Smith states that 
he intended to ro up = straight, ana 
must of necessity have seen the Hope, 
having previously observed the staff marking 
the spot on which Sir Allen Youog dad lefta 
record for bim situated a@ point in the bay at 
which the Hope anchored, and which Mr. Smith 
intended to visit as soon as bis men had rested. 
The William Barents’ crew had been in company 
with the Hope, and had just sailed. Ten minutes 
before seeing the Eira boat's crew a 
boat bad been sent on shore to take Mr. Smith 
on board the Hope, where he and the remainder 
of the crew were joyfully welcomed by Sir 
Allen, who had sent ali bands from the 
Hope to bring the rest of the party, with boats, 
wear, and clothing. on board. Every effort was 
made by the commander of the Hope and the 
naval officers under him to render the condition 
of the men as comfortable as possibie. Sir Allen 
Young started as soon as possibile for Engiana, 
and reached Aberdeen on Aug. W. within two 
bours of the anniversary of the dayon which 
the Eira was lost. 


LEIGH SMITH AND HIS CREW OF BOLD EX- 
. PLORERS FOUND. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

LONDON, Aug. 20.—The steamer Hope, com- 
manded by Sir Allen Young, C. B., which left 
bere in June last in search of tne crew of the 
steamer Kira, bas arrived at Peterhead with the 
entire crew of that vessel. The Hope picked 
them up in Matoishkin Straits, Nova Zembla. 
the 8d of August, they having lost their ship 
ow Franz Josef Land and journeyed in boats to 
the straits through the ice. Leigh Smith, com- 
mander of the Eira expedition, gives the foliow- 
ing account of its experience: 

“On July 13, 1881, we steamedc through pack- 
ice, and ten days later sighted Franz Josef Land. 
We proceeded towards Cape Ludiow, which was 
close to the pack to the northward. Aug. 2 we 
went up Nightingale Sound and thence to Eira 
Harbor, and erected a storehouse. On the léth 
we started east to look for the Jeannette, but 
were unable to pass Berent Hook. On Aug. 21 
the Eira got nipped between a land- floe and 
pack-ice a mile east of Cape Flora, and sank 
before we were able to save mwany of che stores. 
We built a hut on Cape Flora of turf and stones, 
and covered it with sails. We wintered there, 
and during the whole time no signs of scurvy 
appeared. Twenty-nine walrus and thirty-six 
bears were killed and eaten. We ieft Cape Flora 
June 21, 1882, in four boats, sailed eighty miles 
without seeing any ice, and reached Nova Zem- 
bla Aug. 2. When the Kira was nipped the leak 
gained so rapidly that in two hours after it bad 
been discovered it was necessary to abandon 
the ship. Hardly had the last man lett the ves- 
sel when the ice eased and the Hira rapidly 
sank. A tent was first erected on the ice, and 
the house was subsequently built.“ 

All the boats of the Eira were saved. Most of 
the men saved some ciothé and bedding. For 
sixteen nights the crew slept in a tent, from 
which they were at times almost floated out by 
rain. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
DEATH OF SIR WOODBINE PARISH. 
Lorpon, Aug. 20.—Sir Woodbine Parish, dip- 
lomatist and scientist, is dead. He was educated 


at Eton, and was for some time employed in the 


Foreign Office under Lord Castiereagh, whom he 
accompanied on his special embassies to Paris in 
1815, to Aix-la-Chapelle in 1818, and to Hanover 
in 1821, when in attendance on his Majesty 
George IV. He was also some time in Albania, 
on a commission sent to treat with Ali Pasba of 


Yanina. In 1823 Mr. Canning appointed him 


Commissioner and Consul-Generai to the Prov- 

ces of La Piata, with which he concluded the 

ret treaty whereby the political independence 
of the new States of South America became 
formally recognized. He was made Chargé 
d’ Affaires at Buenos Ayres in 1825, returned to 
England in 1832, and was sent in 1889 on a spevial 
commission to Naples to obtain a settlement of 
the British claims arising out of the sulphur 
question, and remained there as joint Plenipo- 
tentiary for a commercial treaty, with Sir Will- 
iam Temple, till 1845. He became a Fellow of 
the Royal Society in 1824, and was made a K. C. H. 
for his services in South America. Sir W. Par- 
ish has made some valuable contributions to 
science, having brought to this country the re- 
mains of the gigantic Megatherium Giyptodon, 
and other fossil monsters of the Pampas. He 
was the author of a work praised by Humboldt, 
entitled Buenos Ayres and Rio de la Plata.“ 
He has been a Vice-President of the Geograph- 
ical and Geological Societies, and was a member 
ot several foreign scientific societies.

Epitheioma, or skin cancer, is entitled to be 
classed with the other carcinomm, or cancer 
proper. Its seat is always in the skin, or mu- 
cous membrane, or both, and it may force itself 
into deeper structures, Invading lymphatic and 
other glands, and inflitrating the surrounding 
tissues.

Art Culture, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuricaGo, Aug. 19.—Permit a stranger in your 
city to say afew words respecting the gromotion 
of art culture in Chicago—every department of 
art—but at this time especially that which con- 
sists in painting, whether imaginative or from 
nature. It is a fact patent to every observant 
mind that when art is cultivated for the love of 
it the ignobie passions of buman nature are 
suppressed, if not wholly eradicated, while the 
truly noble perceptions and affections come 
forth in All their wealth of virtue into active 
exercise. Though not an artist myself, in the 
practical sense of that term, 1 havea high appre- 
ciation of art, and whenever I have gone into 
homes whuse walls are beautified witn the 
ee uf masters, ancient or modern, 

have never tailed to fina families of rare 
mental worth and excellence. Indeed, | leve 
that art very largely accomplishes its mission in 
the elevation of those who love and cherish it 
mot only mentally but also physiealiy. 

When i came to Chicago a few days ago from 
my home near St. Louis une firat plave | inquired 
for was the American Art Waliery, of Wich 1 
had learned Mra. Mary J. Greene was the di- 
rectress. That lady dad been inst. Louisa short 
time before with some tine selections from her 
stock, but for a reason which [ would biush to 
own the citizens who can purchase such things 
did not prize them as do the same ciass in this 
city. Art-cultivation is confined there to com- 
paratively few. and these few accorded ber pict- 
ures their due meed of praise. I remembered 
Mrs. Greene as baving founded ana successfully 
managed the Crosby Art Galiery many years 
ago, and as baving by that means collected a 
magoificent display of the best producuoas of 
masters o the chisel and the pencil in Europe 
and America. And I remembered, too, that by 
that act she calied out all the latent love of art 
siumbering in the souls of the citizens. From 
that day Chicago acquireé a prestige in the 
world of art which leaves no hesitadon ia the 
minds of artists everywhere in intrusting 
to the hands of Mra, Greene their best works fur 
exibition or sale. 

But what of the American Art Gallery? I 

found tne place in Central Music- Hail, but 
wuils were Dare. The valuable paintings, ac- 
oording to a notice on the door, were removed 
to her residence up-town. I dad not seen Mrs. 
Greene for oop oe but see ber Imust. ana 
the pictures, too. Kut royally was [ welcomed; 
and when I inquired the wor and wherefore of 
the removai she frankiy told me that she suc- 
cu to inevitable for the time bemg: 
that she was unabie to carry the heavy durden 
of expense alone, and bad failed to secure co- 
operation which had been promised. She, how- 
ever, believes that she will not be suffered to 
remain much longer iu seclusion, nor her large 
cu of masterpieces hidden from sight.

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Jesus of Nazareth the Greatest of All 
the Prophets—Sermon by 
Bishop Harris. 


The Rer. 8. E. Wishard Preaches on 
Aguosticism or the Peril of Not 
Knowing. 


BISHOP HARRIS, 


Tens of Nazareth the Greatest of All 
Prophets. 

Bishop Harris, of Michigan, preached in St. 
James’ Church yesterday mvuroing, to 4 very 
large congregation. His text was: 

And Jesus returned in the power of the spirit 
into Galilee, and there went outa fame of bim 
through all the region round about. Aad be 
taught in their synagogs, being glorified of 
all.— Luke, tv., 14, 16. 

If a man were to be asked, de said, who was 
the greatest man that had ever lived, but one 
answer would be possible, wherever men have 
intelligibly studied human history. It mattered 
not what particular standpoint we might occu- 
py, or with what particular purpose the long 
way of time should be surveyed; 
nor did it matter whether the 
test of greatness should be che keenness of wis- 
dom. or magnificence of achievement, or the 
perfecvon of goodness. All lips would in- 
stinctively utter the uame ot a Jew who lived in 
Galilee and died in Jerusalem in the time of the 
earliest Cresars. 

After adverting briefly to what is known of 
Jesus, the Bishob spoke of His character as an 
“unequaled prophet and vorivaled teacher of 
man,” using the word “prophet iu its broader 
sense—one who sees the truth as others see it 
not—the deep, eternal truth that underlies the 
appearance of things, and teiis that trutz to 
man. lu this sense there had been many proph- 

had looked out 
of the universe 
= the biddea 
beauty, the Indwelling spirit, the living soul of 
the world—men like Dante and Sbhakspeare. 
Aod there had been prophets of anotner kind— 
men endowed with miraculous gifte—like Abra- 
bam, and Muses, and Isalan. 
who bad immeasurably exceeded all these, who 
had either consciously or unconsciously drawa 
the whole of their inspiration from Him. Fore- 
seeing Him had been the only foresight that 
giaddened the burdened souls t went before 
Him, and A in Him bad been the best in- 
spirauon of ali His successors in the prophetic 
line. And well might this be so. For lie alone 
was the only underived—the only original main- 
taining still the lofty preéminence which He 
won at the very beginning of His career. 

The Bishop then went ou to analyze the dif- 
ference between the Prophet. of Nazareth and 
all other propbets. The niet marked difference 
was His wonderful self-sutficeness. Other 
propbets and teachers simply told what they bad 
seen around them—reveaied the things which 
aoy other wifted soul might have seen, or sung 
the music which any other miustrei soul might 
bave sung; Dut this man had ali His boundiess 
inspiration aud ali His music within him. O ber 
prophets had simply beeo seers woo pointed 
meo to the way of righteousness, the ight of 
truth, the mystery of life. Jesus did all this and 
more, for He alone had been able to say out of a 
calm and majestic consciousness, 1 am 
light of the worid. lam the way, the truth, and 
the life. Whosoever cometh unto Me shali not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the light of 
life.” 

The marvelous universality of Jesus was next 
referred to. Other prophets bad been simply 
the productof theirown particular time—the 
peculiar propbeis of their oon people. Moses 
and Isaiah were essentially Jewish, and wrote to 
and forthe Jews. Muhomet was essentially an 
Arab and wrote for the sons of the desert. Dante 
sang Romiah and Italiau thought, and Shak- 
speare was 80 peculiarly English that tne Latin 
races could not yet comprebend bim. But Jesus 
was the universal prophet. Hespoke not tor 
one nation, but for all the world. His words 
were intended for and adapted tothe savace 
Just as weill as the civilized, for the Gentile just 
us well as the Jew. Contueius spoke for the 
Mougolian, Mabomet fur the Sonsof Ishmael, 
Buddha for the gentle and quiet dales 
of the Indus and the Ganges. Hut Jesus 
spoke for all che sons and all the daughters of 
men, and, wherever His word was heard, ali 
baited Him and claimed Him asa brother, and 
drank in the words of life from the great 
Nazurine. 

The wonderful freshness of His teaching was 
next touched upon. Jesus was the only teacher 
whom the worid bad not in some respects out- 
grown. The Koran was full of scientific and 
other absurdities. Plato bad nearly been out- 
stripped by modern thought. The writings of 
Aristotle are full of all kinds of mistakes. But 
no single word that Jesus ever uttered had ever 

mn corrected, or set aside, or shorn of its 
ower. His teaching remained t and true 
n the midst of modern civilization, in spite of 
the advance of science and thought, as when 
spoken eighteen centuries ago to rustic shep- 
berds on Galilean plains. Concerning Him and 
His teaching history had made up this moment- 
ous verdiet: All things humau grow obsolete 
and perish; all earthly systems wax vid and 
vanish away; but the words and the work of 
Jesus are ageless and enduring; they alone are 
imperishabie and eternal. 

lu accounting for the greatness of Jesus, the 
Bisbop said, He spoke out of His own thought 
and of His own life, the truth as He saw it and 
felt it. not as others saw it and understood it. 
Whosoever did this put his whole manbood iuto 
hie speech. Language became a living thing 
when it told want the man who uttered it 
thouwbt and feit. and believed—wben it was the 
vehicle of aconviction vr a passioa then pres- 
eut and seeking utterance. Jesus was eloquent 
because a divine enthusiasm possessed Him. 
His word was but the Gt represeatatien of the 
Man-God, who uttered it. Aud behind the man 
was the Iuvfinit pity. the Infinit compassion, 
thednutinit redeemership seeking and struggling 
to find utterance through Him. His mannaood 
wee by the spirit and the power of 
God. 

His predminenoe as a prophet was partly due 
to the fact that His utterances were the eternal 
truth. The seribes were enguged maiuly with 
ceremonial enactments and ceremonial inter- 
pretations, their teaching baving reference to 
external forms—things of mere temporary ex- 
pediency. But His teaching was of mercy and 
righteousness, and judgment. and His word bad 
a life and power tn itself. The limited and par- 
tial were sure to be supplanted and set aside. It 
was the absolute and eternal truth alone that 
was mighty and must prevuil. There was some- 
thing royal about such truth. It was dominant, 
coextensive with the world and God., and 
wherever it was uttered tbere it was supreme, 
because it was the law ofGod. Men didn’t make 
it, nor need to enact it. Ages could not 
outgrow it. The years could add 
notbing to its dignity, and could subtract noth- 
ing trom its power. Therefore, wherever it was 
spoken, it claimed the homage of men, for it was 
intused with God's authority and indued with 
His power. How much more, then, as in tne 
case of Jesus, when it was the pitying lips of the 
divinely self-sacrificing One wuo voiced che two- 
fold message of eternal truth and intinit love. 

It was of the very essence of every teacher 
and every orator that be should be in carnest— 
that he should have hunest sincerity—ror con- 
scious fulsehood and conscious deceit always 
paralyzed the lips of a teacher of men. If Jesus 
bad not been sincere, men never would have 
listened to Him. There had been but one prophet 
who claimed te be other than a weak and 
erring mortal, All except Jesus had contented 
themselves with telling about God and pointing 
to Him, and bidding men worship him. But He 
commaded His Disciples to worship Him as the 
Lord. Other prophets had been sehemers, en- 
thusiasts, L Jesus hada calm 
consciousness of soul thad never yet dweit 
in the bosom of an enthusiast or a seif-de- 
ceiver; and yet there never had been a scoemer 
or enthusiast, or self-deceiver, that ever dared 
to claim for himself that pretension which 
Jesus constantly put forward, and for the sake 
of wbich He was vontent to go to His death. 
Jesus did claim to be God: criticism could not 
expiain the fact away; and it human 
darm and human _depravity that He 
should bave made su a claim unless it 
had been true—passed human daring lest in that 
monotheistic land the very ligutuing should 
have fallen from the heavens to have smitten 
such presumption—passed human depravity 
because, unless the claim were true, Jesus be- 
trayéd all the millions who believed in Him and 
worshiped Him into the perdition of idolatry. 

In closing the Bishop urged his bearers to be- 
lieve on Jesus. He was more than a man. or 
else less than aman. If Ho was aman, He was 
also divine. If He was a man, He was also God.

Jesus had put 
the Scribes and Pharisees in a position where 
they found it hard to say yes or no to his author- 
ity, and this was the same position m which many 
of the men of today were situated. were 
not all moral cowards, but they feared to an- 
ewer thie question. The peril of not knowi 
— my was well known ia connection wi 
our daily life, but comparatively unkvowa in 
connection with our moral life. The s 
suid he would cite three or four points of truth 
which were undeniable. Many wished they did 
kaow the truth, but did not, and were st 

to know why did not. 
The got knowmg was not because the truth 


was not & as it was founded on the Gos 
of Christ, which was free to all. The authority 
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the subject was knowabie from two directions, 
both bie. 


Consclo 
source of knowledge. 
demonstrated as the truth. It was 
to us that Jesus Christ was authority and bad 
wer over our hearts. The testimouy was that 
od so loved His only begotten Son that He 
ve up His life to save sinners. and this fact 
ad been demonstrated to us. The truth of the 
power and authority of Jesus Christ was the 
most dominant truth. Paul's life demonstrated 
to us that Christ had authority over the lifo, the 
thought. the luve, and the feeling of man, and 
as it would be seen that it was not se the 
truth was unknowable or hidden that it was not 
known to us.

Pride of opinion was the great trouble with us, as 
men would often come across statements in the 
Bible which they would not believe and would 
argue against. This was the foundation stone of 
agvosticiem, as le could not aceept any 
Christian trutn without analysis. The wen who 
said to Christ, “We do not know,” were like 
those who doubted today. One who accepted 
the truth must change bis life, and this was very 
hard to do, buta knowledge of the truth would 

ive a change of life. Very often Christiaue 
— so much in their own way that they could 
not know much in God’s way. and they should 
surrender themseives and search for Him with 
all their heart. It was not because the truth 
was unknowable or hidden that we did not kuow. 
but because we had opinions and chose not to 
know. This was the root of agnosticism. 

‘There was really a guilt in not Knowing, and 
we thought merely that we were not doing any- 
thing wrong in remaining in ignorance. 
truth concern Christ’s authority was not aa 
indetinit truth, neither was it a speculative 
trutn. but it was of utmost importance in itself, 
being vitally related to our souls. A man who 
defied God's truth would be crushed to atoms as 
God was moving on with the truth, and we must 
accept it as He gives it. 

The reverend gentleman said he thought this 
doubting busines« had been dignifed too much. 
It doubts or a place for doubts heiped a man to 
the truth he ought to have them, but they did 
net. To magnify the intellectual forces of an 
agnostic was a crime against God. God the 
Father loved and pitied us and sent His Son to

Convocation. , 

The Lake Bluff convocation drew a large at-

In the morning Mre. Lathrop introd Dr. 
Babcock, who preached from tke Ilith 
Psalm: “Thy comprehension is exceeding 
broad. The law of God is very Droad and com- 
prehensive, covering all duties. It therefore 
covers the liquor question. In prohibition as 
well as every other work the fundameitital pria- 
ciples were of the highest iuiportance. 
True reformers did not ask if a reform would 
be popular, but if it would betorrect. What- 
ever antagonizes the bases of a movenient, if it 
be right, should be opposed, and whatever fa- 
vored it should be used. Conservatives always 
confront reforms and compel reformers to show 
that their object is improvement. Selfishness 
made some men hate- reforms. Editors were 
afraid to tell the truth and declared prohibition 
a failure. That was a reason for taking courage. 
Conservatism neither denounced the cause of 
prohibition nor denied the existence of evil. 


The bases of the movement were assailed, and 
the workers in me cause proposed to agitate 
their principles till they were burned 
mio and enthroned in the public mind. 


ceas! to 
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Drunkenness is universally conceded to be a 


vice, and tne probibition work strikes at the 
causes that lead to and promote it. Intoxicat- 
ing liquers cause drunkenness, and are tnere- 
fore a sin, and the sale of them for such use is a 
Sin andacrime. He said aicoholic liquors were 
not fitted for use in the human body; animals 
used water, and nature never dictated the use 
of intoxicants. Alcohol migat be of use in some 
abnormal state of the body, but it had no food 
wer.

DR. M’DOWELL THE FATHER OF OVARI- 
OfFOM 


To the Editor af The Chicago 

ARCOLA, III., Aug. 18.—Yesterday’s TRIBsune, 
in avnouncing the death of Dr. Edward J. 
Chaisty,of Baltimore, Md., makes the state- 
ment that To him belongs the honor of pere 
forming the tirst successful operation in this 
country for the removal of an ovarian tumor.“ 
Your correspondent at Baltimore fell into error. 
Dr. Ephraim McDowell, of Kentucky, after- 
wards the founder of the McDowell College at 
St. Louis, whom Mark Twaio utilizes ia The 
Gilded Age” when Col. Sédlers is trying to 
explain tne desperate shifts to which poverty 
bad reduced him, was the first surgeon ia the 
worid to remove an ovarian tumor. This was in 
1800, and the operation was entirely suceessf ul. 
the patient living twenty-five years afterwards. 
The removal by surgical procedure of ovarian 
tumors had been projected and discussed fur 
many years, but it remained for “une audace 
Américaine,” as Piorry styled MeDowell, to 
solve successfully this hard feature of woman’s 
fate which had baffled surgical skill from the 
time of Aristotle. It was a good many years 
before tbe operation took rank us a legitimate 
surgical procedure; and only, indeed, within the 
last decade has ittaken firm hoid in Germany 
and France. 

I am a graduate of the Univermty of Mary- 
land, am more or less familiar with careers 
of her distimguished teachers, and, bad Dr. 
Chaisty really been entitled to this hboaor, I 
scarcely could have rem-ined ignorant of it. In 
all the bitter war which bas been waged in re- 
spect to precedence in this operation, so far as 
my reading goes, Dr. Chaisty’s name has never 
been mentioned in connection with it. Spencer 
Wells claims it for Houstoun, of Scotland: 
Baker Brown, for Laumonier, of France; and a 
long list, indeed, have had advocates. But the 
surgical and medical world has accorded the 
honor to Dr. Ephraim MeDoweli, of Kentucky; 
and there it is likely to rest.
